Tliesday Morning 
Fire Takes Home

An Adair County family’s home on Union Hill Lane was 
completely destroyed by fire early Tuesday morning. 

John Shehan, his wife, Tiffany, and their two young children 
were all asleep when the blaze erupted. By the time any of them 
woke up, the house was nearly destroyed. 

“I heard an alarm going off so I got up and when I opened my 
bedroom door the fire and smoke just poured in immediately,” John 
said in an interview Wednesday morning. “By the time we got the 
kids outside the windows were already exploding from the 
pressure. I didn’t even have time to put a shirt on.” 

Firefighters arrived on the scene at 4:17 a.m. but the house was 
completely engulfed in flames upon their arrival. Fifteen firemen 
stayed and battled the blaze for more than three hours, but the

Hospital Board Hears 
Financial Report

Following a special called meeting that consisted of an executive 
session to discuss their ongoing bankruptcy situation but in which 
no action was taken, the Adair County Hospital District Board held 
their regularly scheduled monthly meeting in the cafeteria of 
Westlake Regional Hospital last Tuesday evening. As has been the 
trend for more than a year, the primary concern of the meeting was 
with Westlake’s finances as they attempt to rectify the atrocious 
situation left by previous administrations. 

The report, presented by CFO David Hayes, contained the usual 
mix of improvement, caution and ongoing problems. According to 
Hayes, the total fund balance showed a $1.4 million improvement 
from 2012 to 2013, thanks in large part to the drastic cuts made by 
the Board. Those improvements would be greater, however, if not 
for a significant decrease in percent occupancy, which is down nine

City Authorizes Bonds For 
Lindsey Wilson College

The December meeting of the Columbia City Council was a brief 
one, with only two notable items on the agenda - approving the 
issuance of educational development bonds to Lindsey Wilson 
College and accepting a contracting bid for the state Highway 55 
gas line extension project. 

Lindsey chief financial officer Mark Coleman and Charlie 
Musson, a Louisville-based attorney with Rubin & Hays who 
works with LWC on bonding issues, spoke to the Council and 
requested $6 million in bonds. They assured all councilors that the 
City would in no way be held liable for their repayment. 

“These bonds are going to be refinancing bonds issued by the 
City in 2006,” Musson explained. “It is purely an obligation of 
Lindsey Wilson College to pay them off.” 

Musson also noted that the bonds acquired in 2006 helped build 
Fugitte Science Center. The reason given for obtaining bonds from

Editor’s note: Today marks the one-year anniversary of 
longtime Adair Progress editor Paul B. Hayes’ passing. As a 
tribute to Paul, we are running his last-ever “Paul’s Ponderings” 
editorial, which he wrote the day before his death. This column 
originally ran in the Dec. 6,2012 issue of The Progress. 


Over the years, I have become more and more of a 
believer in the power of prayer, and after my 
experiences over the past week, I am fully convinced 
that they work. 

As some of you already know, I became extremely ill 
last week. Just how sick I actually was didn’t sink in 
until my sisters told me after I came around after two 
days at the University of Louisville Hospital. 

Being a diabetic with high blood pressure and other 
ailments, I take quite a bit of medicine on a daily basis. 
A change in one of my medications and the addition of 
a new one combined to attack my kidneys and caused 
them to shut down. Of course, once they reached the 
point that they were only functioning at about 10 
percent or so of what is normal, the other organs in my 
body, especially my heart, began to be affected too. 
However, thanks to some fine, quick work by the 
doctors at U of L and a whole lot of prayers, my 
situation was reversed, my kidneys began working 
again, and the rest of my organs began returning to 
normal. 

The problem with the medication affecting my 
kidneys didn’t happen overnight, but, like a lot of other 
people I know, I didn’t go to the doctor to get checked 
out as soon as I should have. For the past three weeks, 

I felt tired all the time, and would catch myself falling 
asleep about any time I sat down for a little while. 
Something similar had happened a year or two ago, 
and I discovered that a new medicine I had started 
taking was causing it. So, I cut back on a new medicine 
that I had started taking, thinking this would get me 
back on track. However, I was very wrong this time. 

Last Monday morning, I woke up and could barely 
hear. I couldn’t hear anything out of my right ear, and I 
probably had about 20 percent hearing in the left ear. I 
called and got a doctor’s appointment for noon, but by 
the time I got to the doctor’s office, my hearing had 
returned to about normal. My doctor checked my ears 
and couldn’t find any fluid build up, wax build up, etc. 
He told me he would get me an appointment with an 
ear, nose and throat specialist, but I decided to wait to 
see if it happened again. Sure enough, on Tuesday 
morning I woke up and couldn’t hear, and this time it 
didn’t clear up nearly as much, so I called and my 
doctor got me an appointment with the specialist for 
Thursday. I didn’t make it that far. 

My memory of what all I did after I left work on 
Tuesday is very vague, and Wednesday was even 
worse. I remember that I overslept by a couple of 
hours, so I jumped up, got dressed and went to work. 
Practically everything after that is blank. One of my 
co-workers found me asleep in my chair, and three or 
four of them couldn’t get me to come around. My boss 
called my sister, and I wound up at Taylor County 
Hospital. I vaguely remember being there and agreeing 
to go on to U of L. My sister told me later there had 
been an argument between the doctors on whether or 
not to send me to Louisville as one of them didn’t 
know if I would make it or not. I have no recollection 
at all of being transported to U of L, or what all was 
done to me after I got there. I finally came around 
about the middle of the day on Thursday, and began to 
recover. 

Going back to before I left Taylor County, I do 
remember one more thing, and remember it very well. 
My cousin, Gerald Reliford, who is a minister, had 
come to the hospital because he had a nosebleed that 
he couldn’t stop, and he found out I was there. He 
came up to me and asked me if I wanted him to pray 
and I said yes. While he prayed, a certain feeling came 
over me, and it seemed like God was telling me I 
would be okay. Now, I know something happened in 
that hospital room. 

Thanks to social media, it seems like a lot of folks 
found out I was in the hospital, and I was put on a lot 
of prayer lists. Because of the care from the doctors, 
and the prayers that were said for me, I’m back home 
and back to work on a part-time basis. I still feel like 
I’ve been run over by a big truck, but I’m slowly 
getting better. I feel like God has given me another 
chance, and now it’s up to me to take advantage of it.

There is no question that so very many easterners fell in love 
with and migrated to the west and southwest of these United States. 

Kentucky and Adair County citizens were no different than the 
rest of the populace; they were always looking for an opportunity in 
a far-flung place; a new place to call home-though once a 
Kentuckian, always a Kentuckian! 

New Mexico was a booming place at the turn of the last century. 
Many thought then, as now, that there is nothing but desert sands 
and cacti. That was not true. Many from the area of central 
Kentucky flocked to New Mexico. The following items seem to 
prove this to be quite true. 

In October 1905 Dolphus Burbridge wrote to the Adair County 
News about his new-found home, Elida, Roosevelt County, New 
Mexico. It was a bustling little city with a railroad which made it 
very handy to Kentuckians, with three stores, a grain store, saloon, 
church, school, two blacksmith’s shops, post office and a lumber 
yard. Farming was good, with top soil from three to eight feet thick, 
and good water eighty to one hundred twenty feet down. There was 
a plentiful supply of wild game, including jack rabbit, cotton tail, 
coyote, wolf, antelope, prairie chicken, wild geese, ducks and 
plenty of rattle snakes. Timber was scarce, but cedar grew a few 
miles away and that was cut for posts. Many were planting black 
locusts for future use. 

Cotton grew well there as well as numerous other crops. 

By the end of the year 1905, several families were preparing to 
start for New Mexico to join those who had gone ahead. Glensfork 
people ready to begin included WL. Taylor and family, WE. 
Collins and family and Jo Powell; Basil Chapman was already 
there. 

In May 1906 the following Adair men were in Elida on a mission 
to seek out prospects: C.C. Henson, J.K. Robertson, Columbus 
Flowers and Edwin Hurt. Later that month, John Denney wrote to 
George Nell to say that all the land around Elida had been taken up, 
or claimed. 

The News reported in early June 1906 that “several” of Creed 


Hood’s children who had gone to New Mexico were sick and would 
soon head back to Kentucky. By this time, Elida had become a true 
boom-town. Two banks had been organized, another church had 
been erected, school houses were sprouting up all over the county; 
but there were a “few rattlers,” said J.K. Robertson in a letter. 
Another complimentary letter, later in June, from Attes Morgan. 

By July Mrs. J.K. Robertson and family left Adair for the new 
home. Others who were leaving about the same time were: Mrs. 
Edwin Hurt, Jerome Hurt, Sam Hancock and family. 

Ed Staples went out and filed a claim on land, then returned to 
Adair by late July 1906 to make preparation to return. He reported 
that all the Adair County folk were doing fine. 

With the coming of August, more and more people were heading 
out to see what might be available for them, these included: Z.M. 
Staples, Dr. W.T. Grissom, Miss Susan Grissom, Frank and Tom 
Waggener, James Naylor, Buck Hendrickson, Rich Grissom, Miss 
Susie Mourning, and “a Mr. Chelf.” 

Attes Morgan wrote to the Adair County News in August 1906 to 
say that all was well in New Mexico; he was working for the 
Roswell Telephone Company building a line from Roswell to Elida. 

M.A. and Leslie McClister from Fairplay were doing well as of 
August 1906. Leslie had a job working as a land locator for new 
people seeking a claim. Mrs. Bettie Burbridge and two sons, 
Dolphus and Alva, formerly of Glensfork, owned three-quarters of a 
section of land and were doing well. 

It is important to note at this point that several people who had 
left Adair for other areas were also making claims in New Mexico 
as the following item presents. Mr. E.C. Murrell, of Fairfield, Iowa, 
is here and has bought near Portalis; Jim Traylor, of Abbot, Texas, 
is here and filed near Elida; R.M. Grissom, of Eddy, Okla., has been 
looking. 

S.D. Barbee and R.M. Grissom purchased and claimed land and 
lots in the area of Elida in partnership. G.T. Rowers was there by 
late August and, as a carpenter, his prospects of finding work were 
very good, or so it was theorized. 

The News carried a letter from W.L. Taylor in October. In this 
letter, which contained much news about crops and such, he stated: 
Mr. Frank Vigles, who left Kentucky 36 years ago...retumed to his 
home at Elwood, Kansas, to close out and will removed his family 
here this winter. 

G.T. Rowers, Sr., had a letter from Elida in the same issue as Mr. 
Taylor. In his missive, he mentioned the following Adair Countians: 
John Denny, Rich Grissom, John Caldwell, Herschel Sherrill, H.C. 
Flowers, WE. Taylor, Dr. and Mrs. CM. Murrell. He was boarding 
with GE. Nell until his house was finished. 

November saw the removal of B.F. Grissom and sister, Miss 
Susan, from Gradyville to the area of Elida. B.T. Neat was 
preparing to leave for NM where he had acquired land, according to 
the “Neatsburg” newsletter, in a late November 1906 issue of the 
News. 

And these were the developments as they appeared in the Adair 
County News, 1905 through November 1906. Now days, everyone 
is flocking to Adair County...how times change!

As Kentuckians generously open their wallets for those in 
need of a helping hand this holiday season, it’s important to 
remember to give wisely, ensuring that your donations are 
made to reputable charities. Much like storms and natural 
disasters, the season of giving brings out the best and worst 
in people, and scam artists are always discovering new 
schemes to take advantage of the kindness of others. 

My Office of Consumer Protection and I ask that you keep 
the following tips in mind as you make a charitable donation 
this holiday season: 

•Donate to charities you know and trust. 

•Be cautious of sound-alike charities and solicitors unable 
to answer questions. 

•Where possible, make donations by check or credit card 
rather than cash. 

•Don’t be pressured into making a donation. 

•Ask for identification and written information when 
you’re approached in person. 

•Always ask what percentage of your dollar goes to the 
cause. 

You can also utilize my office’s charitable giving database 
to research a charity before making a donation. The database 
at www.ag.ky.gov/civil/consumerprotection/charity lists 
which charities have registered with the Office of the 
Attorney General and their status. 

Beware of Seasonal Phishing Scams and Identity Theft 

Today, many of us turn to our smart phones, tablets and 
computers for our holiday shopping needs, but I encourage 
you to be cautious when making purchases over the Internet. 
Many scammers use a technique called phishing to gain 
access to someone’s secure information, and seasonal 
phishing scams often come disguised as requests for 
charitable contributions, electronic greeting cards, online 
shopping advertisements or credit card applications. 

This is often done through emails that may contain links 
to websites infected with malware, enabling a scammer to 
locate user names, passwords. Social Security numbers and 
other personal data. 

Taking a few proactive steps can help keep you safe when 
shopping online: 

• Only do business with companies you know and trust 
and that offer secure payment processing. Look for websites 
that start with https, (the “s” stands for secure). 

• To protect yourself against seasonal phishing scams, 
verify the communication by calling the company or by 
logging into your account directly from the business’ 
website. 

• Never do business with someone who insists that you 
wire money. 

• Using credit cards while shopping online can offer extra 


protection. Consider designating one credit card with a 
lower credit limit for online purchases. 

• Keep personal information private. Don’t disclose your 
address, phone number, Social Security number or bank 
account information to a stranger. 

• Never respond to emails or pop-up ads that ask for your 
personal or financial information. 

• Avoid storing credit card information online. 

• When buying a gift card, only buy from reputable 
sources that you know and trust. It is also wise to give the 
recipient the terms and conditions point of sale material, as 
well as the receipt confirming the amount purchased on the 
card. Additionally, consumers should avoid buying gift cards 
from online auction or “for sale” listing sites, as they can be 
counterfeit. 

If you are the victim of a consumer scam, help is available 
by contacting the Office of the Attorney General’s 
Consumer Protection Hotline at 1-888-432-9257 or by 
visiting ag .ky.gov/civil/consumerprotection. 

My office has also designed a step-by-step toolkit that can 
help you in the unfortunate event your identity is stolen. In 
it, you’ll find a checklist complete with information and the 
telephone numbers of agencies that can assist you along the 
way. You can get the toolkit, as well as tips to keep you from 
becoming a victim of identity theft at agLy.gov/idtheft. 

Check Ratings When Buying Video Games 

I also want to remind parents and caregivers across the 
Commonwealth that while they are shopping this holiday 
season, they should be aware of the valuable tools they can 
use to monitor the content of their children’s video games 
and computer games. 

A recently launched national PSA campaign encourages 
families to utilize the Entertainment Software Rating Board 
(ESRB) video game rating system and video game console 
parental controls. The ratings are designed to help give 
parents some guidance about the appropriateness of games 
they choose for their families. Using the game console 
parental controls, parents can even block games they don’t 
want their children to play. 

Making the right entertainment decisions for my children 
is incredibly important, and this initiative will help keep 
parents informed when buying video games for their 
families. 

Keeping consumers safe is one of my top priorities as 
your Attorney General. I hope you and your family have a 
safe and blessed holiday season.

house couldn’t be saved. 

“We knew by the time we got 
out that it was gone,” Shehan 
said. “I don’t know how it 
started - they’re assuming it was 
probably electrical, but they’re 
still doing the investigation.” 

Tuesday afternoon the fire 
briefly erupted again but a 
handful of firefighters were able 
to extinguish the secondary 
blaze in approximately 20 
minutes. 

“We appreciate all the Fire 
Dept, did for us,” Shehan said. 


percent from October 2012, and 
average daily census, which has 
dropped nearly 11 percent. 

“You have to remember we 
lost three big providers in July,” 
Hayes said. “We did see an 
increase of three patients per day 
from last month to this one, and 
we believe in November we’re 
going to see that number 
increase even more—especially 
through the behavioral health 
unit.” 

While the hospital waits for 
the newly-hired staff members 
and improved clinics to fully 
repair the losses suffered by the 
departure of three large 
providers, the Board remains 
focused on keeping costs down. 

“We’re holding our own with 
keeping costs in line,” Hayes 
continued. “Our hours paid are 
down 16.39-percent from this 
time last year. Our total 
operating expenses are down 
$1.6 million—that’s a good 
trend.” 

The loss of major providers 
contributes to the comparison 
from last October to this one 
showing concerning data. Total 
patient revenue is down $2.8 
million over the past year. Hayes

cautioned that those numbers are 
not as alarming as they might 
seem, especially with the off¬ 
setting balance of reduced costs. 

“Once we can get that supply 
back in place, we’ll see our 
revenue increase,” he said.

highlighted Nov. 7 at Westlake 
Primary Care as a “very big 
day,” in which 78 patients came 
through the clinic. 

To end his report, Gold 
explained that they are working 
at reducing lab capabilities at the 
clinics, switching to something 
called wave labs that perform 
basic tests for things such as 
strep throat instead of providing 
X-rays every day—a move used 
by several clinics in the area to 
reduce costs. 

“We’re weighing it both 
ways,” said Gold. “We’ll check 
to see how our revenue might be 
effected before we go forward.” 

•Heard recommendations 
from Dr. Charles Giles, 
appointing one new staff 
member and reappointing three 
staff members. 

•Passed a motion to take bids 
on a new roof at the suggestion 
of Gold. The Board was clear 
that this was simply a move to 
examine the financial feasibility 
of the much-needed roof, with 
Dr. Giles noting that a new roof 
is very important, as the 
Hospital currently has two 
upstairs isolation rooms that are 
unavailable due to the roof.

the City was lower interest rates. 

Robert Flowers moved to 
issue the bonds to the college, 
Dr. Ronald Rogers seconded 
Flowers, and the motion passed 
unanimously, 6-0. 

Councilor Craig Dean 
inquired as to whether the City’s 
bonding potential would be 
restored at the end of the 
calendar year or the fiscal year, 
and Coleman assured Dean and 
the rest of the Council that 
bonds are made available in 
January, not July, and that’s why 
they made the request this 
month. 

The decision nearly maxes 
out the City’s bonding potential 
for 2013, but since most of the 
approximately $10 million in 
prospective bonds available to 
the City had not been used, all 
parties agreed that December 
was the month to come with the 
request. 

In other business at Monday’s 
meeting the Council: 

•Approved a contracting bid 
for the Ky. 55 gas line project. 
Martin Contracting submitted 
the lowest of three eligible bids 
by proposing a cost of $160,045. 

“We’ve got Gas Dept, money 
for that project,” Rogers said 
before making the motion to 
approve the bid. June Parson 
seconded, and the motion 
carried 6-0. 

•Heard citizens comments 
from Bill Anderson. Anderson, 
who assured the Council that he 
was not there to make friends, 
was critical of the City’s 


financial management, and 
proposed installing an 
incinerator to bum garbage, 
theoretically cutting down on 
City expenses. 

“There’s money to be made 
with [incinerators],” Anderson 
said. “You’d have everyone 
around wanting to use your 
facilities. Landfills are going to 
be a thing of the past anyway.” 

Rogers explained that past 
Councils had looked into the 
matter, but the option was never 
feasible. He noted 
environmental red tape and 
difficulties in maintenance. 

“It’s been looked into at one 
time,” Rogers said. “It is 
extremely difficult to operate an 
incinerator.” 

•Heard the mayor’s 
announcements from Mark 


Harris. Harris said that 
Municipal Revenue Solutions 
had identified several 
communities in the state with 
populations and economic 
prospects similar to those in 
Columbia, and were still 
studying the data to determine 
the best course of action to 
increase revenue and create a 
balanced budget. 

“They’re still doing the study 
and that’s why they couldn’t be 
here tonight,” Harris told the 
Council. 

Craig Dean asked if Harris 
expected the firm to attend the 
January Council meeting, and 
Harris said that he expected they 
would. 

All councilors were present 
for the meeting.

“We encourage 
family, friends and others who care for such customers to assist them with 
the transition.” 

An effective way to ease 10-digit dialing is with technology, Armstrong 
said. 

“A variety of programmable landline telephones are available,” he said. 
“They can store dozens of numbers and allow frequently used numbers to 
be dialed by pushing a single button. 

“If you think someone you know is going to find it difficult to adjust to 
10-digit dialing, help them obtain an appropriate telephone and then help 
them to program it and learn how to use it,” Armstrong said. 

Mandatory 10-digit dialing begins in two months, when area code 364 is 
added to the same geographic area as the current area code 270. 

A six-month “permissive dialing” period began in August. Customers 
now can dial either seven or 10 digits when making local calls in area code 
270. Mandatory 10-digit-dialing of local calls begins Feb. 1,2014. 

The permissive dialing period allows customers to get used to the new 
dialing pattern and permits telecommunication providers to prepare and test 
equipment in advance of the establishment of the new area code. 

An informational video about the permissive dialing period is available 
on the PSC YouTube channel at http://www.youtube.com/KYPSC. 

Area code 364 was created in December 2012 when the PSC decided 
that the best way to meet the need for more telephone numbers in area code 
270 was through the creation of an overlay, which superimposes a new area 
code over an existing area code. 

The overlay option is the least disruptive for all customers and imposes 
the smallest cost on businesses in the area, the PSC said in its order 
creating area code 364. This is the first area code in Kentucky created by an 
overlay. 

“Keep in mind that an overlay does not change current area code 270 
numbers; everyone can keep their current number,” Armstrong said. “The 
only change is the 10-digit dialing requirement for local calls.” 

Current dialing patterns remain in effect until Jan. 31, 2014. However, 
customers who wish to use the new dialing patterns before then may do so. 
Calls will be connected either way. 

During the permissive dialing period, local calls within area code 270 
(as well as local calls to numbers outside area code 270) may be dialed 
using either 7 or 10 digits -that is, with or without the area code. Dialing 1 
for local calls is not necessary now and will not be necessary after Feb. 1, 
2014. Local calls will not become long-distance calls. 

In its December 2012 order, the PSC noted that public comments 
received in the case overwhelmingly favored an overlay. The other option 
was to split area code 270 and designate a portion as area code 364, with 
both landline and wireless customers in the affected portion required to 
change their area code as a result. 

The PSC noted that area code overlays have become the preferred 
method for creating new area codes nationwide. Overlays pose the fewest 
technical issues for implementation by an increasing complex 
telecommunication industry, the PSC said. 

The first numbers using area code 364 may be assigned beginning 
March 3, 2014. Area code 270 numbers can be assigned after that date, but 
their availability will depend on how many remain in the inventory of each 
individual service provider. 

Service providers in area code 270 are required by the PSC to educate 
their customers about the changes resulting from the new area code. 

All records in the area code case are available on the PSC website, 
psc.ky.gov. The case number is 2012-00129. 

The PSC is an independent agency attached for administrative purposes 
to the Energy and Environment Cabinet. It regulates more than 1,500 gas, 
water, sewer, electric and telecommunication utilities operating in 
Kentucky and has approximately 90 employees. 

FACT SHEET FOLLOWS 

TEN THINGS TO KNOW ABOUT KENTUCKY’S NEW AREA 
CODE 

1. All current area code 270 numbers remain unchanged. Everyone with 
a 270 area code number can keep it. Nobody is required to change their 
area code or phone number. 

2. The overlay affects both landline and wireless services. 

3. Area code 364 will be overlaid on top of area code 270. That means 
that area codes 270 and 364 will occupy the same physical space beginning 
March 2014. 

4. In order to distinguish between phone numbers with area code 270 
and those with area code 364, 10-digit dialing will be required for all local 
calls within the overlay. 

5. Ten-digit dialing also will be required for local calls into or out of the 
overlay in those areas that now allow seven-digit local calling across the 
area code 270 boundary. 

6. Ten-digit dialing means dialing the area code before dialing the 
number itself - for example: 270-555-1212 or 364-555-1212. 

7. Long-distance calls within the overlay will require 11-digit (1-plus) 
dialing, just as long distance calls to other area codes do now. 

8. A transition period, known as permissive dialing, began Aug. 3,2013, 
and will end Jan. 31,2014. During that time, local calls can be made using 
either seven-digit or 10-digit dialing. 

9. On Feb. 1, 2014, 10-digit dialing for local calls will become 
mandatory in the area code 270/364 territory. 

10. Numbers with area code 364 may be distributed beginning March 3, 
2014. Telecommunication service providers may continue to distribute 270 
numbers for as long as they have any remaining in their inventories.

ACHS Academic Team Wins Fall League Once Again

The Adair County Academic Team won yet another Fall championship in the Green River Regional 
Academic League Monday, Nov. 25, as they hosted the final night of the nearly three-month-long 
competition. Adair entered the evening as the number one seed and swept through the final night’s 
tournament to be crowned champions once again. Since 2007, Adair County has claimed the title each 
year of the league, which has featured teams from Taylor, Russell, Larue, Campbellsville, and Green in 
that span. 

For the second year in a row, the team also featured the youngest roster of any team in the league. 
This year’s Quick Recall team includes all underclassmen while the Future Problem Solving team 
competing later in the year will feature only one senior. Quick Recall members include eleventh 
graders Timothy Watson, Brittany Curry, Jessi Taylor, and Alan Godsey; and tenth graders Rebecca 
Montgomery, Courtney Green, Zane Sanders, Austin Bradshaw, Treyton Grant, and Tyler Moore. 

The team also shined in the individual Written Assessment categories: Math, Science, Social 
Studies, Language Arts, Arts and Humanities, and English Composition. The team swept First Place in 
each area of competition. 

The medal tally was led by Timothy Watson, Brittany Curry, and Rebecca Montgomery. Each 
earned two medals in their competitive assessments. Watson took First Place in both Science and 
Social Studies, Curry earned First Place in Math and third in Social Studies, and Montgomery won 
both Language Arts and Arts and Humanities in just her second year of competition. 

Rebekah York (grade 11) and Jessi Taylor also took medals in English Composition. York finished 
First in her first year as a competitor while Taylor, a State Finalist last year in the same event, won 
third place in the event. 

First year competitor Courtney Green made an impressive showing by earning fourth place in 
Language Arts in her debut. Future Problem Solving member Kyle Castaneda (Grade 12) competed for 
the first time in the Science Written Assessment and took home third place honors. Leane Blackwelder 
(Grade 12) contributed to the award tally with a fifth place finish in Math while eleventh graders Alan 
Godsey and Laura Akin made it to the medal stand with a tie for fifth in Arts and Humanities. 

Coach Brett Reliford remarked about yet another successful Fall finish: “Throughout the years, 
we’ve had some really impressive teams. One of the things that stands out with this year’s 
accomplishment in league is that we swept first in every category. While we’ve frequently fared very 
well and led the medal count, we haven’t won first in every single category in a while during the Fall 
season. The thing to remember is how inexperienced our young team is. I’m super proud of what we 
achieved with primarily all underclassmen, especially in accomplishing a clean sweep. That is rare at 
any phase of competition throughout the state.” 

The team now begins its post-season Governor’s Cup preparation for January as they target the 
District Championships in the first leg of the Governor’s Cup event, which will be held at Russell 
County High School. Adair County heads into the competition as defending Champions for the past 
eight consecutive years.

Adair Teacher Utilizes Innovative Methods

Innovation is everywhere you look these days in the Adair County School District. Adair County 
Middle School’s newest science teacher, Jessica Holt, wants her students to take PRIDE (a theme held 
in high regard at the middle school) in taking the initiative to create a classroom that is clean, 
enjoyable, friendly, and an overall safe learning environment. You might be saying those ideas are not 
really innovative since the entire middle school believes the same thing. What’s different about Ms. 
Holt’s room is how she implements the philosophy. 

Every student enrolled in one of Ms. Holt’s classes receives a list of “jobs” available and then 
completes a job application. Some of the positions available include the following: student teachers 
(responsible for teaching absent students what they missed and helping with peer tutoring), reporter 
(reads announcements to the class and starts the I CAN statement each day), student ambassadors 
(introduce new students to class procedures, welcome visitors into the classroom and explain the daily 
objective), maintenance manager (cleans up around the room, operates lights during lessons, puts all 
tables and chairs where they should be), attendance director (takes attendance at the beginning of 
class), librarian, messenger, receptionist, and the list goes on. 

Based on the completed applications in which students have described their experience/strengths 
much in the same fashion as the adult world operates, positions are then filled by the most qualified 
applicants. Every student in the classroom receives a job. Students are required to identify their top 
three preferred positions on their applications. Efforts are made to ensure students receive one of their 
preferred positions, but as we all know, there can’t be 20 attendance directors. After a student receives 
his/her job for the semester, that student is required to sign a statement promising to perform the job 
duties to the best of his/her abilities. 

The real world connections are off the charts, and Ms. Holt hopes the jobs create a classroom 
environment where students take responsibility for their actions as well as their own individual 
learning. In the end, the most important thing I saw was how much the children were truly enjoying the 
process!

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Lady Indians Victorious in Opener 


The 2013-2014 Adair County Lady Indian basketball team tipped 
off their season Tuesday night, hosting Cumberland County in a 
match up that was a bit too close for comfort at times. After amass¬ 
ing an early lead, the Lady Indians allowed the visitors back in the 
contest, but ultimately prevailed 59-49. 

“We had moments early on where we played very well,” Head 
Coach James Turner said. “However, we seemed to lose our inten¬ 
sity after building up the big lead.” 

The big lead started to grow from the opening tip as sophomore 
Brooklyn Coomer put Adair on the board first. Beth Owens fol¬ 
lowed the score with an and-one of her own, and then free throws 
by Harlee Smock, a long two point jumper by Owens, and a layup 
and three by Alex Keltner pushed the Adair lead to 14-0 before 
Cumberland County was able to find the scoring column. At the end 
of the first quarter, the Lady Indians led 16-5. 

Freshman Katherine Curry opened the second quarter by knock¬ 
ing down a baseline jumper, looking to continue the rout, but 
Cumberland put together a mini-run, making it 18-10 before senior 
Kassidi Taylor drained a jumper. Emily Peck scored on a drop-step 
in the paint, Alex Keltner registered another steal leading to a tran¬ 
sition layup, and Curry nailed a three on an assist from Peck in the 
post to lead 33-19 at the half. 

In the second half, Cumberland County would mount their come¬ 
back attempt, scoring the first bucket of the third quarter before 
Taylor and Keltner threes pushed the lead to 16. It would grow no 
larger, however, as the visiting Lady Panthers switched to full court 
pressure, swarming the Adair ballhandlers and turning over the 
Lady Indians who had lost focus and intensity with such a large 
lead. Cumberland County would score twice in the final seconds of 
the third quarter on steals leading to layups, and force another 
takeaway with virtually no time on the clock and drawing a foul. 
After one of two at the foul line, the Lady Indian lead was clipped 
to 45-37 after three. 

Cumberland County wasn’t done. The visitors would score on a 
baseline drive to open the final period and then turn Adair over with 
the press once again, drawing a foul and making the firstof two free 
throws. Adair would walk on the rebound of the second foul shot, 
and a Cumberland score cut it to 45-41 Lady Indians. Harlee Smock 
would answer with a score inside, and veteran Kassidi Taylor 
scored four straight points as Beth Owens found her with two beau¬ 
tiful passes over the top of the press for layups. 

A Cumberland and-one cut the lead back to five, but Taylor bur-

“It’s always good to open with a win,” Coach Turner said. “We 
lost momentum and focus, but we played just well enough to get 
the win even though we are capable of playing much better.” 

Kassidi Taylor led all scorers with 16 points, while sophomore 
guard Alex Keltner had 15 points along with five rebounds and four 
steals. Emily Peck scored eight points, and Beth Owens added 
seven points, along with tying for a team high of eight rebounds, 
while Harlee Smock scored six and joined Owens with eight 
boards, also adding five assists and five steals. Katherine Curry 
pitched in five, and Brooklyn Coomer’s two rounded out the 59 
points for the Lady Indian’s opening win.

We played unselfishly and 
we shared the ball. It was a good 
win.” 

A Matt Fudge three from the 
corner provided the game’s first 
bucket and set the stage for what 
was to come in the remainder of 
the affair. After made buckets,

of the game from the opposite 
corner on the next possession. 
Melton would drop a bounce 
pass along the baseline to a 
slashing Hutchison fora layup, 
then make an impressive grab in 
traffic and finish on the next 
possession before corralling an 
offensive rebound and hitting a 
jumper from the elbow to have 
his hand in six straight points as 
Adair led 33-18 at the intermis¬ 
sion. 

Another Fudge jumper, this 
time for two, opened the second 
half, and Melton made another 
acrobatic catch and quick, no¬ 
look feed to Hutchison for 
another runner in the lane. Jacob 
Pooler made one of roughly a 
dozen strong moves inside on 
the night, heading to the foul 
line and adding another point to 
the run before Cumberland 
finally hit their first jump shot of 
the game. 

A Marshall Shelley bank shot 
and Fudge three that drew front 
iron before bouncing in, along 
with a Melton score inside 
pushed the Adair lead to 20. 
Another Fudge three, along with 
a foul on the shot, made the lead 
24, and a physical drive from 
Jake Hixson, who anchored the 
Indians all night with defense 
and rebounding, resulted in two 
free throws. Hutchison drained a 
three from the corner, and 
Chance Melton stole the ball and 
found his brother Corey in tran¬ 
sition for a layup before 
Cumberland hit a three at the 
buzzer to leave it 55-30 after 
three. 

The visitors would open the 
fourth with a trey and an offen¬ 
sive putback, but another Fudge 
triple would stem the tide. 
Hixson found Hutchison for 
another three after back-to-back 
Cumberland buckets, and the 
depth of Adair left the Panthers 
spent. A Will Myers free throw 
put the exclamation mark on the 
season opening victory, and the 
Indians put a notch in the win 
column 63-46. 

“Overall it was a good game,” 
Fudge said. “There are certainly 
things to work on, and we have 
to have more of a killer instinct 
because we kind of stopped 
playing in the fourth and let 
them back in it a little bit. We 
just have to keep improving 
each practice and game—that’s 
the goal right now.” 

The Indians were led in scor¬ 
ing by Matt Fudge’s 21 points, 
including 6-9 from three. Zach 
Hutchison went 6-12 from the 
field for 14 points of his own, 
while Chance Melton added 11 
points. Ty Bennett had six, 
Marshall Shelley four, Jacob 
Pooler, Jake Hixson and Corey 
Melton had two apiece, and Will 
Myers added one for Adair’s 63 
points on 23-56 shooting. 


The Tribe had 32 total 
rebounds, led by Jacob Pooler’s 
eight and Marshall Shelley’s 
five, and allowed only three 
offensive rebounds to the oppo¬ 
sition. Chance Melton led the 
Indians with five assists, while 
Matt Fudge added four, as Adair 
totaled just six turnovers in the 
entire game. 


What a crazy year for the Heisman 
Trophy race. A month ago, we had too 
many candidates to sort through, and 
now it seems as if no one is left to win 
it. Oregon QB Marcus Mariota has 
fallen from grace in large part to 
Oregon’s two recent losses and, to a 
lesser extent, injuries. Defending 
Heisman winner Johnny Manziel has 
suffered a similar fate, with A&M 

clinging to a spot in the top-25 due to a completely anemic defense. 
Alabama QB AJ McCarron had emerged as a boring, reliable 
frontrunner by default, but Saturday’s historic loss to Auburn has 
tarnished his standing as well. 

Of course, the perceived frontrunner all along, Florida State QB 
Jameis Winston continues to play well while his Seminoles look like 
the most impressive team in the nation. The problem, of course, 
stems from potential sexual assault charges Winston is facing. All 
reports suggest that it will be two weeks before a decision is made 
on whether to charge Winston, well past the deadline for Heisman 
votes to be submitted, leaving many to question how many voters 
will allow the unresolved cloud to cause Jameis to be left off of 
ballots altogether. 

Northern Illinois QB Jordan Lynch and Boston College RB Andre 
Williams, who left Saturday’s game against Syracuse with a 
shoulder injury, are the remaining two contenders vying for an 
invite to New York, but many dismiss their chances due to inferior 
competition and playing for teams without a legitimate chance at a 
BCS title. 

And that’s the problem with the Heisman. We have absolutely no 
real criteria for deciding the award. Williams has 2,102 yards and 17 
TDs despite leaving Saturday’s game in the early stages. Lynch has 
2,457 yards passing and 22 TDs along with a ridiculous 1,755 yards 
and 20 TDs rushing. From a statistical perspective, those are easily 
Heisman numbers, but we dismiss them because of who they play 
for and against. 

Then you have guys like Mariota and Manziel who also post 
wacky stats, doing so against some of the best competition in the 
country, but they don’t win enough to be Heisman worthy. 
McCarron has won as much as any QB in college football history 
while the signal caller at Alabama, but his stats aren’t enough to 
warrant serious consideration if other candidates are available. 

So what do we want? What is the Heisman trophy? By definition, 
it’s awarded to college football’s most outstanding player in a given 
year. How often that happens, however, is up for debate. The trophy 
has essentially, at least in my lifetime, become an award given to the 
quarterback of the best team in the nation, unless he isn’t good 
enough, and then it goes to that team’s running back. 

Oklahoma QB Jason White (remember him?) won the 2003 
Heisman over a couple guys named Larry Fitzgerald and Eli 
Manning who turned out to be pretty good. Matt Leinart won the 
2004 Heisman trophy over a couple guys named Alex Smith, Adrian 
Peterson and Reggie Bush, who were all far superior players. In 
2009, Alabama’s Mark Ingram bested college football legend Tim 
Tebow, defensive superstar Ndamukong Suh and all-time wins 
leader Colt McCoy. 

Clearly, it’s not always the guy with the best stats, the most wins, 
the best talent or the most decorated career. Apparently voters look 
for the best mix of them all that makes them feel most comfortable. 
They want the safe choice. 

Of course, there are years where it isn’t debatable. Johnny

Most leagues are 
in the playoffs, and with the competition and stakes at their highest, 
reliability is a cherished commodity. That’s what you get from 
Wright. Over the last several weeks, Wright has topped double 
digits in PPR leagues, and Ryan Fitzpatrick has targeted him more 
than any other offensive option. With emerging TE weapon Delanie 
Walker likely sidelined with a concussion and a matchup against 
the vulnerable Broncos secondary, Wright’s consistency may prove 
more beneficial than the flash or name value of your other options 
as a WR3. 

Sit: 

Ryan Mathews, RB, San Diego Chargers: I’ll admit that I’m 
biased against Mathews. I even recall telling you good folks not to 
draft or start the perpetually injured underperformer. He proved me 
wrong a few weeks this year, and even made his way into my start 
category in a column. 

This week, however, he returns to the sit category. The Chargers 
run game is creeping back into the shadows as Phillip Rivers takes 
over again, and a matchup against the surging New York Giants 
defense spells trouble for a running back lacking heart, guts, and the 
ability to play in cold weather. 


Start: 

Rod Streater, WR, Oakland Raiders: I was a big Streater 
supporter coming in to the season, and he has definitely been a 
massive disappointment. As of late, however, his play has picked 
up. He’s scored twice in the last three weeks, and his 21 targets over 
that span are enough tomake a player with speed and gamebreaking 
ability like Streater a valuable start in the playoffs. Factor in a 
matchup this week with the Jets’ 25-ranked pass defense, and he 
could pay huge dividends. 

Alex Smith, QB, Kansas City Chiefs: The Chiefs have come 
back to earth a bit following their unbeaten start to the season, but 
Alex Smith is red-hot at just the right time for fantasy owners. In 
his last two games, Smith is approaching 600 yards passing and five 
TDs, while rushing for 49 more in last week’s game. 

That dual threat, coupled with a defense that is banged up and 
providing the opportunity for more shootouts, gets even more 
enticing this week against an awful Washington secondary. As a 
guy who can likely be grabbed on the waiver wire in many leagues, 
Smith is a safe start if you’re looking for a spark at QB. 


Andrew Luck, QB, Indianapolis Colts: This one pains me. I’m 
a Colts fan, and there’s no QB I’d take over Luck to lead the 
franchise, but I have a responsibility to the five of you who still 
read this. Without Reggie Wayne, Luck has been more of a gritty 
game winner than a fantasy superstar. In week 13, he tossed just 
one TD to two inteceptions, and a matchup against the seventh- 
ranked Bengals defense, including their scary front seven, means 
this is a good week to find a better option at QB. 

Frank Gore, RB, San Francisco 49ers: Remember when I said 
you couldn’t afford tiny scores in the playoffs? Well Frank Gore 
and the Niners square off with the Seahawks this week, and if you 
watched Monday night’s dismantling of the Saints, you know the 
Seattle defense is as stingy as ever, even with their secondary 
decimated to injury and suspension. If the Saints couldn’t throw, 
which is their strength, on the Seahawks where the defense is the 
weakest, the Niners definitely aren’t going to run the ball against 
the physical unit, especially if they’re behind early and throwing to 
keep up.

Manziel was clearly the most dynamic player in the country last 
year. Cam Newton was the best player in college football and led 
his team to a BCS title as well. 

It’s occasionally so simple that the voters cannot get it wrong, but 
the rest of the time, we need to establish some criteria. It’s bad 
enough that Tim Tebow (who isn’t currently on a roster) is the only 
Heisman trophy winning QB since 1987 to win a playoff game as a 
starter, and that should tell us all we need to know about what the 
award has become, but some semblance of legitimacy and 
consistency needs to be created and preserved. 

I don’t necessarily have the answer. Like the voters, I have my 
own variables that I value the most. I think it’s about talent and 
impact, and my vote would go to Jameis Winston despite his 
pending legal troubles. I’m tired of seeing cogs in a well-oiled 
machine win, who are simply replaced in the system by another 
contender a year later. 

The point, however, is that whatever your criteria now, the 
committee needs to abolish the current method and create a less 
arbitrary standard. It’s too late for this season, but if we act fast, we 
can prevent another Eric Crouch from ever taking home college 
football’s top individual award.

Tony Menton and 
Tony Horne both had nine points apiece with Menton 
leading Lindsey Wilson with a team-high six rebounds. 
Horne led all Blue Raiders with five assits. 

The Redhawks (7-3, 3-1 SSC) jumped out to a 5-0 lead 
before extending it to 22-7 with 7:46 left in the first half. 
Lindsey Wilson cut the lead to 10, 25-15 with four points 
each from Horne and Hall but were unable to get going as 
Martin Methodist went on a 9-3 run to end the half up 34- 
22 . 

The Blue Raiders fought back into the game as they drew 
within nine points, 40-31 on a field-goal from Horne with 
11:37 left in the game.

Lwandiso Gonya scored in 
the 88th minute to give the No. 
2-seeded Lindsey Wilson men’s 
soccer team a 2-1 win today 
over Indiana Wesleyan 
University in the 2013 NAIA 
Men’s Soccer National 
Championship at Emory Folmar 
YMCA Soccer Complex. 

The Blue Raiders (16-3-2) 
win moves them into the 
quarterfinals of the NAIA 
National Championship and will 
face the winner of the No. 7- 
seeded Hastings (Neb.) and No. 
10-seeded Missouri Valley 
match that takes place Tuesday, 
December 3 at 4 p.m. CT. The 
quarterfinal match will be 
played at 4 p.m. CT on 
Wednesday, December 4. 

The Wildcats opened up the 
scoring opportunities when they 
had a great chance in the ninth 
minute to take a 1-0 lead when 
Tad Gilbert got through the 
Lindsey Wilson defenders but 
Gilbert missed and placed it on 
the outside of the net to keep the 
game scoreless. 

The Blue Raiders would open 


the scoring in the 32nd minute 
on an Albert Edward pass from 
the far side of the 18-yard box to 
a waiting Tom Moody who one- 
touch volleyed it past Wildcats 
goalkeeper Josh Goepper to 
make it 1-0. 

Lindsey Wilson had two 
straight corners in the 36th and 
37th minute but were unable to 
capitalize on the opportunities 
and the scored remained 1-0 .The 
Wildcats Geoff Bowman had a 
corner kick in the 39th minute 
that nearly rebounded in but was 
saved at the line by the Lindsey 
Wilson defenders. 

The Blue Raiders and 
Wildcats both had five shots n 
two on goal n apiece in the first 
half, made two saves for 
Lindsey Wilson while Josh 
Goepper had one save while 
allowing one goal in the first 
half. 

To start the second half, 
Nomura made a great save in the 
47th minute to rob Evan Young 
of the Wildcats and keep the 
Blue Raiders lead at 1-0.

Women’s Soccer Advances 
to Quarterfinals with 5-1 
Win over Olivet Nazarene 


Five Blue Raiders found the back of the net as the Lindsey 
Wilson women’s soccer team defeated Olivet Nazarene (Ill.) 5-1 in 
the Second Round of the 2013 NAIA National Championship on 
Monday. 

Both teams opened the game with a fast tempo, taking a pair of 
shots each before Ayaki Shinada put the Blue Raiders (20-3-0) on 
the board in the 12th minute. A double-assist was awarded to 
Natasha Gensetter and Renee Hurd, while Shinada increased her 
streak of scoring to nine games. 

Lindsey Wilson continued to push forward, with Alice Coyne 
playing the ball off the left end line back into the middle of the box 
to Emilia Jonsson, who connected to make it 2-0 in the 35th 
minute. The Blue Raiders would take that lead into the break. 

Renee Hurd netted a goal early in the second half, beating a one- 
on-one matchup on the right side to shoot a curler that sneaked in 
near the right post. Coyne would add a goal of her own a few 
minutes later, receiving a pass from Shinada on the left side and 
burying a shot in the top-left corner. 

The Blue Raiders pressured the Tiger back line for most of the 
second half. Anna Vig would score the final Lindsey Wilson goal 
from the top right of the box to make it 5-0 in the 78th minute. 

Keeper Sarah Vrosh made seven saves for the Tigers (17-4-2) in 
the loss. Olivet Nazarene would not quit, however, and Elizabeth 
Wahl was able to score in the waning moments of the match to 
make it 5-1. 

Blue Raider goalkeeper Johanna Henrikson collected one save in 
the win as the Blue Raiders limited any scoring opportunities for 
the Tigers. 

Lindsey Wilson outshot Olivet Nazarene 25-5 and held the 
advantage in corner kicks 8-1. 

The Blue Raiders advance to the quarterfinals. The quarterfinal 
game will be played on Wednesday at 6:30 p.m.
